President Roosevelt has made the second 
move in his campatgn to abolish brutality in 
football. 

To Dr. J. Wiliam ite, professor of 
surgery at the University,of Pennsylvania, 
whom he summoned to tae White house for 
the purpose, the president suggested “a gen- 
tlemen’s agreement among the responsible 
authorities of leading colleges on the follow- 
ing points: 

First—A simple and uniform eligibility code 
for all American colleges and universities. 

Second—Summary punishment for bru- : 
tality and foul play. 

Third—Umpires to be given widest latitude 
in enforcing rules against brutality. 

Fourth—College presidents to hold tostrict 
accountability umpi who permit foul or 
brutal play. 

Fifth—Permanent removal from the game 
not only. of the brutal player but of the 
player who is not a bona nde student and 
amateur. 


Wants Radical Changes. 

In urging upon Dr. White the necessity 
for radical changes in football rules Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said he believed emphatically 
in continuing the game. me added: 

* Brutality and foul play, however, should 
receive the same summary punishment 
given to a man who cheats at cards, who 
strikes a foul blow in boxing. The umpire 
must have the widest latitude in enforcing 
this principle, even to the extent of order- 
ing not only individual players but whole 
teams off the field, and college presidents 
should hold.to the sharpest accountability 
the umpire who permits foul or brutal foot- 
ball in any game. 

We want simple rules, not complicated 
rules, because complicated rules offer too 
many loopholes.

Wants Colleges to Get Together. 

He spoke more than once of the desira- 
bility of continuing the game and of extend- 
ing to as many as possible its advantages 
with the safeguards already mentioned.

into the company’s immaculate office at 5

caps, and hesitatingly asked for an inter- 
view. He waved his hand, and the six sat 
down gingerly on the edges of as many pol- 
ished mahogany chairs. 


Chairman. Duffy Explains. 

After an apprehensive silence during which 
six pairs of oily shoes were planted with 
extreme caution on the terra cotta rug, the 
visitors gained courage and James Duffy, 
acting as chairman of the delegation, spoke.

They killed the bill, and the minute 
they did so stocks went down, for it was felt 
that a decent bill had to be passed or not a 
man could come back.

under it now. 


Future Graft to Be Negative. 


“The graft of the future is just this kind 
of negative graft,“ concluded Mr. Parker. 
“The great interests adverse to the people 
are,no longer demanding legisiation. They 
have their lands, their charters, their fran- 
chises, their wellnigh uncontrolled posses- 
sion of regulation of the rates for the services 
which they render. They are asking nothing 
except to be let alone. 

The result is that we have legislative as- 
sembiies—city, state, and national—which 
men, who in ancient times would have poi- 
soned wells or defiled temples, are eng ‘ged 
ostensibly in passing laws for the communi- 
ties which they represent. 

“The graft of the legislator is secret. No 
books are kept which some day are certain 
to reveal his crime. No partner is in posi- 
tion to reveal the wrong. If some one loses 
money to him in a poker game or retains his 
law partner at a time when critical legisia- 
tion is before him no one can trace the crime 
to him, even though all the facts become 
known.”

It was de- 
cided, therefore, to incorporate a provision 
requiring such a statement from every one 
in any way connected with the campaign or 
election. This will include chairmen of 
committees, managers of campaigns, and all 
party workers. 

2. To require an itemized statement of such 
expenses and contributions, instead of the 
present method of furnishing simply the 
total amounts. 

3. That violation of such provisions shall 
be punishable as a misdemeanor. 

4. Provision shall be made so that any citi- 
zen may be able to institute a judicial in- 
quiry into the expenditures of contributions 
to any candidate or committee or other per- 
sons working in the interest of any can- 
didate. 

It also was the sentiment of the committee 
that all corporations absolutely should be 
prohibited from making any contributions 
of any kind to any party or organization. 
A provision to this effect will be drawn with 
great care.

Fire Burns Stubbornly.

AT MINISTERS” MEETING. 


Speakers at Session of Congregational 
Pastors Indorse Workers—Resolu- 
tions After Employers Are Heard. 


Ministers and social settlement workers 
generally commended Typographical union 
No. 16 for its conduct of the eight hour strike 
at a meeting Of the Congregational Ministers“ 
association yesterday morning at the T. M.

From my observations there I 
should say that the bridge telephone oper-. 
ator, Edward Patterson, Is employed a 
maximum of fifty minutesa day. He reports 
for work at 8 a. m., his first duty being to re- 
port to the vessel dispatcher’s office the 
total number. of craft that passed the pre- 

day and night. There is no telephone 
operator at the bridge at night and the 
tender keeps the night record. 

It takes the operator two or three min- 
utes to total the number of craft and re- 
port them. When the bridge opens he takes 
the name of the boat and records the time of 
passage, and then reports tc the central of- 
fice. This takes one or two minutes each 
time. The day I was there nine boats passed, 
and the total actual time which the oper- 
“ator worked was twelve minutes. 

This was an extraordinarily heavy day 
for him, because he had neglected to post 
up his record for several days and had to 
spend four minutes getting up the back work 
when he first appeared in the morning.“ 


Reads Papers and Talks. 


What did the operator do the rest of the 
day?“ asked Attorney Busch. 

He sat around reading the newspapers, 
entertaining me, and talking to the police- 
man and the bridgetender. Otherwise there 
was nothing to do.“ 

Mr. Pines visited the Lake street oridge the 
night of Oct. 13, and this is what he observed: 

“I found the bridgetender’s assistant on 


duty. at 7 o'clock, but the operator, a Mr. 


Blood, did not appear till 7:20, He appeared 
to be under the influence of liquor. I remain- 
ed an hour, during which time no boats 
passed. Then I went away and returned at 
midnight, There was a light in the operator's 
shelter, but I had to force the door open. 
There I found the operator in his shirt sleeves 
stretched across three chairs and fast asleep. 
On another chair lay a revolver. I could 
have carried him away, revolver and all, 
without waking him.“ 

Attorney Donahoe objected to the testi 


mony on the ground that the conditions de- 


scribed obtained while Col. Burke was under 
suspension. 

This is only a description of conditions 
the responsibility is yet to be flxed.“ said 
Commissioner Prentiss. 

“I shall show that these conditions repre- 
sent the regular procedure under Burke’s 
administration.”’ said Attorney Busch. This 
present year he requisitioned the city engi- 
neer for these eleven useless employés. He 
ought to have known whether they were in- 
dispensable to the city service or not.“ 


Making Land at South Chicago. 


Arthur W. Dixon, another investigator, 
described the process of making land in the 
lake by the Illinois Steel company which Col.

Investigation of Arms Found in House 
Indicates That Material Came from 
the United States. 


HAVANNA, ‘Nov. 20.—Evidence obtained 
by the commission which is investigating the 
discovery Saturday last of a considerabie 
quantity of arms, ammunition, and accoutre- 
ments in a house in the Cerro suburb is tend- 
ing to implicate a few men of prominence. 
The government has no doubt that the ma- 
teriais came from the United States, and it is 
geeking to learn who were the purchasers. 

Government officiais now admit that they 
have received various secret advices regard- 
ing contemplated uprisings before election 
day in various parts of the island, particularly 
in the provinces of Santiago, Santa Clara, and 
Pinar del Rio, with a probable attack on the 
palace in Havana. The object of the latter, 
‘according to the officials, appears to be the 
removal, possibly by assassination, of Pres- 
ident Palma. 

The generally accepted theory, however, is 
that the rumors of plots are intended by his 
opponents to imbue President Palma with 
the idea of resigning, and that there are no 
actual plots to do him physical injury. 

The government has not revealed its in- 
formation as to the extent of these plots, 
but special measures have been taken for 
guarding the palace. The facts that the 
president and his family are remaining at 
home, and that troops are being sent to the 

ints where, according to reports, the plot- 
ting originated, are considered significant.

COPENHAGEN. Nov. 20.—The throne of 
Norway formally was tendered to Prince 
Charles of Denmark this morning by a depu- 
tation of members of the Norwegian parlia- 


ment and was accepted by King Christian | 


in behalf of his grandson. 
The function lasted only twenty minutes, 
but the scene was brilliant, as it was at- 


tended: by all the princes and princesses and 


their suites, the diplomatic corps. ‘ncluding 
the American minister, Mr. O’Brien, and 
the high court officials. President Berner, 
in a speech. invited Prince Charles to be- 
come king of Norway, and King Christian, 
with brevity, accepted the offer. The 
old king was much afrecteeas he blessed and 
embraced his grandchildren, King Haakon 
VII. and Queen Maud. 


King Gratified at Action. 


King Christian read the speech of accept- 
ance, which was as follows: 
Representatives of the Men of Norway: 


It has pleased us to accede to the desire of | 
the Norwegian people that we accept the | 


ancient crown of Norway for our dear grand- 
son, Prince Charles. We cherish full confi- 
dence that the Norwegian people, in com- 
mon with him, have a happy future in store 
for them. The young king does not come as 
a stranger to Norway, for he claims rela- 
tionship to former Norwegian kings. Nor 
will the kingdom of Norway be strange to 
him, for everywhere in the land common 
recollections of the history of the kingdom 
and the history of his race will meet him. 
„It is our hope that the ties which even 
now unite the young king to the old land and 
people may be more firmly knit by the co- 
operation of the king and people for the wel- 
fare of the land and its future, and it is our 
belief that thereby not only will the welfare 
of the Norwegian people be furthered but 
also the welfare of their kinsmen. We pray 
the Almighty God that this step may bring 
happiness and blessing to the whole north, 
and that unity, peace, and concord may in- 
crease between the two nations. We are 
confident that our whole house and the Dan- 
ish people share this wish. 
“With this I commend you to God and 
beg you to convey our hearty greetings to the 
Norwegian people, which you here repre- 


sent.“

‘To you, my dear grandchildren, I address 
myself with the hope that God may lend you 
power and strength to serve your country and 
people with righteousness.

‘Furthermore, in commenting upon the sit- 
uation which now has arisen, in the same 
report, approved by Secretary Root and sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt, Gen. Wood 


says: 
No special action was taken to protect the 
interests of the citizens of the United States 
“who have purchased property and have 
‘wettled in the Isle of Pines, for the reason 


that no. such action was necessary. All 


Americans in the island are living under 
ezactly the same conditions as other for- 


elgners, and if they comply with the laws in 


force it is safe to say they will not have any 
difficulty or need of special protection. At 
the time these. people purchased the prop- 


-erty they understood distinctly that the 


question of the ownership of the Isle of Pines 
was one pending settlement and in, locating 
there they took the risks incident to the sit - 
uation.” 5 
Finally the administration le not disposed 
to look with patience upon these disturbers 
of the pleasant relations between Cuba and 
the United States. There is an old statute 
which the American in the 
Isles of Pines probably are not acquainted 
with. It makes it high treason for any 
American citizen to interfere in the rela- 
tions between the United States and any for- 
eign government. There is nq danger of 
this old statute being executed, but it shows 
the way in which the law looks upon such 
interference with the proper functions of the 
state department. 


Isn’t Worth Having, Anyway. 

Furthermore, the Isle of Pines is not worth 
having. It is not accessible for anything 
except the smallest draft steamboats. Not 
an American gunboat could anchor in ita 
principal harbor. The great part of it is 
surrounded with swamps, and there is official 
authority for the declaration that the island 
as a whole is not fit for anything except for 
grazing purposes. 

It is only~a larger variety of the sandy 
keys which «border the southern coast of 
Cuba from Cape Cruz westward. It is not 
necessary to defend it by fortifications, be- 
cause no battleship could get within range 
of the shore at any point. It never can have 
a large foreign commerce, because naviga- 
tion throughout all that section is extreme- 
ly dangerous, and it never oan become valua- 
ble as a naval station. 

It is within a few miles of the coast ot 
Cuba, and it certainly can never be of use 


*

to the United States until we take over the 


island of Cuba itself. Inasmuch as this 
country has refused to consider the possi- 
bility of annexation at the present time ot 
such valuable possessions as Santo Domingo 
and the Danish islands, it seems absurd to 
talk-of the remote possibility of taking over 
the Isle of Pines, which has been a depend- 
ency of Cuba ever since it was discovered 
in 1494 by Christopher Columbus, who called 
it “La E ista.”’ 

In the report submitted by Dr. Hays of 
the geological aurvey, which was issued offi- 


dally by the government several years ago, 


before the treaty was submitted to the sen- 
ate, the value of the Isle of Pines was 
summed up as follows: 

“ae | from an economic viewpoint 
the Isle of Pines is scarcely to be compared 


with Cuba. Its soil is not adapted for sugar 


„ though certain parts probably are 
d as well to tobacco culture as the 
famous Vuelta Abajo district. 

The industry for which the island ap- 
pears preéminently to be fitted is grazing, 
and doubtless in time it will become an im- 
portant source of supply for cattle and sheep 
for the West Indian markets. Unfortunately 
the island is without deep harbors, which 
largely neutralizes its value from a military 
standpoint.’’ 

Populace Is Divided. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

NUEOVA CORONA, TBle of Pines, Nov. 
20.—{Special.}~—Two rival petitions are in 
circulation among the Spanish speaking res- 
idents of the Isle of Pines. Each is addressed 
to President Roosevelt. One calls on him to 
assist in the formation of the United States 
territory here, the other is intended to offset 
‘this and begs him to leave the island to Cuba. 
Nearly every English speaking person here 
signed the former. . 

Juan Mimual Sanchez, alcalde, summoned 
all the Cuban officials tonight and presented 
this letter for their signatures. 

Sefior Roosevelt—Great, Dear Friend: Our coun- 
try- and people and the undersigned citizens of 
the Isle of Pines hereby protest against the or- 
ganization of the so-called territorial convention 
of a few American citizens residing on this isle 
as a preliminary step to the establishment of a 
territorial government. It is not that we are un- 
grateful for the blessings bestowed upon our 
country by American intervention, but .because 
we feel perfectly satisfied with the Cuban govern- 
ment, from which all the inhabitants have re- 
ceived justice and equity. We trust that, while 
faithful to the treaty of Paris, the American 
congress will do justice to our country, especially 
as you are the best friend of Cuba.

We have 
given them autonomy in municipal govern- 
ment, partial autonomy in their provincial 
government, and we have filled many of the 
important offices of the central government 
with their leading and intelligent men.” 

Hoch Lauds Kansas. ,

is Nothing the Matter with Kansas, made 
in reply to William Allen White's famous ut- 
terances under the caption, “ What's the 
Matter with Kansas? He said: 

Kansas was fashioned in an heroic mold, 
and its fe has always been intense.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Speciat.J— 
Gov. Higgins of New York came to Washing- 
ton this evening and was the guest of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt at dinner at the White house. 
Secretary of State Root and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Cortelyou, the New York mémbers of the 
cabinet, were present also. The purpose of 
the president in asking Gov. Higgins to 
Washington was a full and free interchange 
of views with him eoncerning the conditions 
which confront the republican party in New 
York state, with the idea of bringing about a 
better and more harmonious organization to 
conduct future campaigns. The conference 
was continued after the dinner ended and 
lasted until nearly 11 o'clock. Gov. Higgins 
had been invited to spend the night at the 
White house, but found it inconvenient to 
accept and took the midnight train for New 
York. He will go through to Albany, not 
stopping in Manhattan. 


Statement by Gov. Higgins. 
After leaving the Whitenouse the governor 


“The subject of a chairman of the repub- 
lican county committee of New York county 
was discussed. The sident made the fol- 
lowing statement: I am solicitous about the 
political conditions in New York.’ The pres- 
ident said he was not for or against any par- 
ticular man and does not propose to inter- 
fere in the selection of a chairman of the 
county committee, but is anxious that who- 
ever is selected shall be a man of the highest 
character and reputation. That is the only 
report that I am authorized to make in re- 
lation to the interview tonight.” 

The action of Presiderit Roosevelt in call- 
ing Gov. Higgins to Washington is regarded 
here as lending color to the reports that the 
goyernor is in sympathy with the desire to 
bring about a reorgan.zation of the party 
government in his state. There is reason to 
believe President Roosevelt had some ac- 
quaintance with the governor's position be- 
fore he extended the invitation to the latter. 
The president was anxious that the detalls 
of the conference suould not become public 
and impressed that idea upon those who at- 
tended it. 


Conference of Great Importance. — 

The presence of Mr. Root, who is one of the 
close advisers of Mr. Roosevelt in regard to 
national political affairs, and of Mr. Cortel- 
you, whose concern in the New York situa- 
tion arises not only from the fact that he is 
from that state but is chairman of the na- 
tional republican committee, indicates that 
the president regards the conditions confront- 
ing the party in New York as having not only 
a local but a national significance. At this 
writing, however, the outcome of the confer- 
ence cannot be forecasted, and it is probable 
its results will not be apparent until after 
Gov. Higgins has reached Albany. 

Before he went to the White house Gov. 
riiggins sald: ae 

‘I am not here to promote any faction or 
section of the republican party, nor any in- 
dividual, politician, or private citizen. My 
sole purpose is to discuss with the president 
the general welfare of the republican party 
in New York state.“ 


Odell Denies Interest in Fight. 

New York, Nov. 20.—Former Gov. Odell 
came to New York today and in the course 
of the afternoon and evening conferred with 
a number of republican leaders. In an in- 
terview on the county chairmanship contest 
he said: 

It ts not true I sent out invitations to 
the republican leaders to meet me. I am 
taking no part in the fight for the presidency 
of the county committee. The republicans 
of New York county ought to be competent 
to manage their own affairs.’’ 


SHAW TO REMAIN IN CABINET. 


Will Not Retire Until After Adjourn- 
ment of Congress, and Proba- 
bly Not Then. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]— 
Following a conference’ with President 
Roosevelt today, it was given out that Secre- 
tary Shaw will not retire from the cabinet 
until after the adjournment of congress and 
probably not then. The secretary had ex- 
pected to resign as head of the treasury next 
February, but he reconsidered when the 
president expressed a desire to have him 
remain. No other cabinet changes are con- 
templated at this time.

MOVE IS ANTI-AMERICAN. 


Natives Rebel Against Interven- 
tion Into Affairs of Little 
Republie. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.}— 
With congress on the eve of meeting and a 
treaty authorizing the United States to su- 
pervise the fiscal affairs of Santo Domingo 
awaiting ratification, there is a general ex- 
pectation that an attempt at revolution will 
be made in the West Indian island. 

Such an attempt was scheduled for today, 
but it seems to have been frustrated. It 
would not surprise any one in official circles 
here, however, should a report be received 
announcing that an uprising had begun. 

Unfortunately for the wouldbe revolution- 
ists, thoy have not been able to import arms 
and ammunition since the ring of warships 
was drawn about the island. It has been re- 
ported that certain interests in New York, 
which are inimical to the treaty, are advanc- 
ing money to finance a revolt. 


Old Revenues Cut Off. 

The usual course followed in the past has 
been for the revolutionists to seize a customs 
house just before a steamer arrives, collect 
duties on the goods landed, and with this 
money purchase munitions of war. By put- 
ting into effect the modus vivendi with Santo 
Domingo, under which Americans collected 
the customs, this convenient maneuver has 
been brought to an end. 


Prepared for Emergencies. 

The fact that several men of war have 
been ordered to Santo Domingo has given 
rise to an impression that the administration 
is preparing to grapple with revolution. 


Rear Admiral Sigsbee's squadron is under 


orders to patrol the waters of the island, re- 
eving the squadron of Rear Admiral Brad- 
ford, which is to come north for repairs and 
to give the men liberty. 

The Chattanooga of Sigsbee’s command 
sailed on Saturday for Monte Cristi, and the 
Tacoma will sail from Hampton Roads in 
Two gunboats, the Paducah 
and the Dubuque, were assigned to Rear Ad- 
miral Bradford's squadron some months 
ago and will start in a few weeks for Santo 
Domingo. 

It needs to be a serious revolt, according 


to the navy department, to cause a change in 


the plans to bring Bradford’s ships north.

SUNDAY IN CHICAGO. 
A number of citizens who presumably do 
not get about the city much on Sunday 


They ap- 
parently do not know that the contineptal 
Sunday has “arrived.” It was introduced 
a number of years ago, and is becoming 
more continental all the time. 

A glance at the newspapers of last Sun-

Driving in 
automobiles on Sunday is a form of pleas- 
ure taking not objectionable in itself, but not 
at all meeting with the views of those who 
believe in the strict observance of the day. 
All the automodilists, except those who were 
on their way to or from divine service, would 
have been stopped summarily if they had 
run their machines through a New England 


| village on a Sunday during the earlier part 


of the last century. 

Labor meetings in Chicago are usually 
held on Sunday. Last Sunday there was 
the customary gathering of the Federation 
of Labor. There were countless other small- 
er labor meetings in all parts of the city. 
Ot course all the saloons, numbering 7,000 
or more, were open. 

The day was made conspicuous above 
other Sundays because a public officer was 
persuaded by telephone to issue a marriage 
license to Mr. Jack London, who was duly 
married at 9 o’clock Sunday night on a 
license obtained on a dies non, contrary to 
all precedent, and probably in violation of 
law. 

If the present rate of progress shall con- 
tiaue there may soon be banks opened in 
Chicago on Sunday. It is now proposed 
that there shall be all night banks. There 
‘may soon be Sunday banks. 

Tus Trrsune recapitulates these vari- 
ous entertainments, sports, recreations, and 
business meetings not by way of approving 
or rebuking any of the persons responsible 
tor them, but simply to call attention to 
them, and to signalize the fact that the 
continental Sunday has arrived, and the 
question no longer is: how to keep it out. 

The reason why it has arrived, perha$s, 
is that so many people from the con- 
tinent came in advance of it, and brought 
their own ideas of Sunday observance 
along with them. They have not merely 
succeeded in introducing the kind of Sun- 
day to which they were accustomed at 
home, but have changed the habits of tens 
of thousands of persons born in thiscountry, 
some of whom were brought up in the strict- 
est possible observance of Sunday.

In his report on the sources of the smells 
of Chicago, Sanitary Inspector Hedrick 
lays special stress upof the Thirty-ninth 
street intercepting sewer and the open ditch 
at the north end of the stockyards, com- 
monly knownas Bubbly creek.” To these 
two causes the inspector ascribes a good 
portion of the Chicago smell] evil. The 
sewer, he says, is filled with sewage in a 
highly putrescent state and emitting heavy 
odors. 

Any one who is familiar with the atmos- 
phere of Thirty-ninth and Halsted streets 
and along the ereek will commend any 
action that will tend to cleanse this cess- 
pool. But it is a mistake to say that sufff- 
cient sewer facilities to carry away the 
waste which is here deposited will insure 
Chicago in general much less annoyance 
from smells. It is not the stenches of 
Babbly creek or the Thirty-ninth street 
sewer that Chicagoans downtown or on 
the west and north sides are afflicted with. 
The creek and the sewer render the air 
for a few blocks around intensely dis- 
agreeable, but the stench that inhabits the 
air of the city comes from those unequaled 
producers of foul smells, the large stock- 
yards rendering plants. 

The gases of the “ creek and the sewer 
are cold and heavy and cantot spread far. 
The smells coming from. the rendering 
plants are in the form of light, heated 
gases projected into the air from chimneys 
and smokestacks high above the surround-

It was after an outrage of this character 
that its perpetrators, natives of noble birth, 
were sentenced to death, but allowed to com- 
mit sepuku, or hara-kfri—that is to say, the 
disemboweling process—in the presence of 
Lord Redesdale and the other members of 
the British mission. Redesdale gives a most 
interesting account as an eye witness of the | 
manner in which the closest friend of each 
of the condemned men stepped forward from 
behind screens and with a sweeping blow af 
their long swords sliced off the heads of the | 
would-be assassins as they squatted on the 
floor, just at the moment after each of the 
prisoners had thrust the paper enveloped 
blade of their short swords in the left side of 
their bared abdomen. Official hara~kiri has 
been abolished in Japan since the days when 
Lord Redesdale was attached to the British 
legation there as Bertie Mitford.” But 
that this form of self-destruction is etill in 
vogue in the land of the rising sun and con- 
tinues to form a most important feature of 
the social ethics of all those with any pre- 
tensions to blue blood and to ancient Mneage 
is shown. by the large number of Japanese 
officers of high and low degree who killed 
themselves during the war with Russia rath- 
er than surrender, and also in cases where 
they had eimer been unable to fulfill orders 
which they had received or else had rendered 
themselves inadvertently guilty of mistakes.

Lord Redesdale may be said to owe h 
tire suceess in life to Japan, and it must cer- 
tainly be agreeable to him to return thither 
after so many years as che of the chief mem- 
bers of a royal embassy to invest the mikado 
with the order of the Garter. For it was this 
Tales of Old Japan,“ published at an epoch 
when little or nothing was known about Dai 
Nippon, that first brought him fame. When 
he returned to England he was at once lion- 
ized, and won the friendship and good will of 
the then prince of Wales, who about a year 
later secured for thim the agreeable and well 
paid post of secretary of the government 
public works department. For a time Bertie 
Mitford's sun underwent a period of eclipse 
Owing to the fact that the prince, as well as 
others, ended by getting tired of hearing 
about Japan, and that Mitford was wont to 
talk about nothing else. But he madea bril- 
liant marriage, inherited a fortune and a 
charming country place, where he devoted 
himself to Japanese landscape gardening. 
Possessed of a pronounced artistic sense and 
having made a thorough study of every phase 
of the science of the landscape gardening of 
Japan, he carried it to such a perfection at 
Batsford park that the latter became cele- 
brated in connection therewith throughout 
Europe. The King visited it as prince of 
Wales, and as soon as he had succeeded to 
the throne the first thing that he did was to 
intrust to Bertie Mitford the complete reor- 
ganization in an artistic sense of the grounds 
and gardens of Windsor castle, of Bucking- 
ham palace and Sandringham, and of Bal- 
moral. Mitford did his work well. By means 
of the contrivances of which the Japanese 
landscape gardeners have rendered them- 
selves such past masters he has completely 
transformed the gardens at Windsor and at 
Buckingham palace in such a fashion as to 
convey the idea that they are at least ten 
times their actual size, besides adding enor- 
mously to their beauty and charm. The re- 
ward followed in due course in the shape of 
a peerage.

That the duke of Marlborough and his

CHARLES MAJOR’S NEW STORY. | 


Reviewed by Wilbur D. Nesbit. 

Mary, princess of Burgundy, the heroine of 
Mr. Charles Major's new story, YOLAN- 

DA” (Macmillan 2 * 8 oe 
girls Mr. or ex n drawing ous, 
— Yet she is un- 
like Mary Tudor, thy Vernon, or the 
belle of the pioneer days who figured@in “ The 
Forest Hearth.” There is plenty of room for 
the assertion that Mr. Major has written a 
new story that should become immediately 
as popular as was When Knighthood Was 
in Flower.“ because it is a better story. It 
ie the best story Mr. Major has written, and 
considered as a story pure and simple it 
stands shoulder high above hosts of tales that 
have clinched their oon hold on popular 
favor. 

There are two men in this story of Yolanda. 
There are other men than Maximilian of 
Styria and his tutor, Karl, who tells the story, 
but they are consistently kept in the back- 
ground. Among them is Charles of Bur- 
gundy, sometimes called Charles the Bold. 
He is the father of Mary. Mr. Major man- 
fully resisted the temptation to tell history; 
he has held steadfastly to his romance and 
the result is good to read. We are given a 
sketchy outline of Charles of Burgundy, how 
he played at games of diplomacy and war 
with his neighbors—and in one of these games 
he sardonically proposes that his daughter 
be betrothed to Maximilian of Styria, who is 
poor enough in all conscience to be an ideal 
hero. 

So, then, when nothing happens after 
Charles of Burgundy has raised the hopes of 
the Styrian court, this Sir Karl de Pitti, the 
tutor, once a priest and once a soldier, and 
still a combination of the two, takes Max 
under his wing and sets forth to see the world 
and such other matters as may be brought to 
their attention. At Basel, in Switzerland, 
they join the caravan of one Castleman, a 
silk merchant, and go with him to Peronne, 
in Burgundy, as his guard. With Castleman 
are his dau r Antoinette and his so-called 
niece, Yolanda, who is, as the reader, and 
Castleman, and Karl, and all others except 
the love blinded Max know full well, none 
other than Mary, princess of Burgundy. And 
then Max distinguishes himself by bravery 
in combat and by gentleness of. character, 
and by toppling into leve with this Yolanda, 
whom he believes to be a burgher's daughter. 
You see, Yolanda is determined that he shall 
love her, and not her other self, the haughty 
princess. 


The other characters are well drawn and 
are convincingly actual, but this witching 
Yolanda, and this big, brawny, handsome 
Max, and this kind hearted, loyal Karl 
leave human footprints on the pages. And 
so there happens a duel by combat after 
Max and Karl have been thrust into a dun- 
geon, and Max is saved from death through 
treachery by Princess Mary, who for that 
moment lets the Yolanda side of her take 
the upper hand. In these quick shiftings of 
the girl from the princess to Y@anda lies a 
great part of the art with which Mr. Major 
has written. The reader is convinced that 
Max is perfectly deceived as to her identity, 
and then again the reader wonders whether 
or not Yolanda is really the princess. Then, 
after Charles of Burgundy is killed at Nancy 
—in which campaign Max and Karl serve in 
his army—the Princess Mary takes the 
throne and shapes affairs in a whimsically 
entertaining way, bluffing the king of 
France with a bogus English herald, and 
amazing Max by digging up the forgotten 
papers of betrothal to him and announcing 
an intention of closing the negotiations—so 
long broken—by marrying him. Up rises 
Max and declines the honor—and then, to be 
sure, in a few moments he is betrothed to 
Yolanda. And the princess fades into a 
woman—a real, blushing, embarrassed girl, 
who lifts her face from Max's shoulder, 
where it has beem hidden naturally, and 
pouts to the others: Why don’t you leave 
the room?“ 

There is a background of historical truth 
to the story—but it is so far in the distance 
that it furnishes only the deceptive hase 
needed to veil a strong, stirring romance. 
There are no gaps, no rest by the wayside 
to indulge in long pages of description or 
speculation. The reader’s conception of the 
characters is formed by what they do and 
say, and it is odd that when one reads the 
story he makes for himeelf a picture of Yo- 
landa as she must have been, yet there is no 
deacription of her in the book other than an 
océasional reference to her wayward curls 
and her red Nps and her flashing eyes. Piain- 
ly Mr. Major hae given time and thought and 
much patient endeavor to his latest effort. 
More than that, he has been blessed with a 
ively fancy and with what impresses one 
as a hearty and almost affectionate belief in 
and fellowship with the people of his brain 
and their thoughts and words and deeds. In 
“Yolanda” he has made the stride into lit- 
erary excellence that was predicted of him 
when “ Knighthood * burst into flower. To- 
landa ig not only a story that will be pop- 
ular but it Ie a rattling good tale—somet hing 
that Walter Scott might have written if 
he lived today and had aimed to fit “ Tvan- 
hoe” to the present needs and taste. Mr. 
Major need not be ashamed of any part of 
it, amd hie publishers need not be afraid of 
its chances with the public.

„ The sea level canal, he continued, in- 
volves the excavation at most of from eighty- 
four to ninety feet more than a lock canal 
over a moun range for comparatively a 
short distance—ten or twelve miles. How 
they are going to spend $75,000,000 more in 
making that excavation is to my mind in- 
conceivable, especially in view of the saving 
which would be made through the oblitera- 
tion of costly locks and doing away with the 
expensive Bohio dam. There would be many 
milHons of dollars saved in abandoning these 
two features, and I do not understand there- 
fore why there should be such a large addi- 
tional cost for a sea level waterway. 

J presume the president wants a canal 
such as was contemplated at the time the 
location was changed from Nicaragua to 
Panama. He knows and everybody else 
knows that if the men who d advocated 
that change had said the Fanaa canal 
would cost $300,000,000, which sum is now so 
glibly talked about, the change never would 
have been made. The estimate then fixed 
was $145,000,000. 

„Of course, these matters of engineering 
are technical, but here are some men on the 
present commission, Prof. Burr, for in- 
siance, who was on the other commission, 
and who favored the change from Nicaragua 
to Panama in the interest of economy. Prof.

Probable Attitude of Congress.

rance’of its theme. Mrs. Cator, who claims 
to be the only woman who has pene- 
trated into the jungles of Borneo, 
joined in an expedition for the almost fabu- 
lous edible birds’ nests, and entered into the 
lives of the natives. In consequence she has 
many an unusual story, unique episode to re- 
late. Then there are many instances where 
she seems to have grasped the fundamentals 
of native character, and can give valuable 
hints to missionaries. The book is written in 
a matter of fact, egotistical manner, perhaps 
accentuating the unpleasant features of their 
journey.
